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02 A MAN’S PROVISION IS PHYSICAL. 


A. The man provides and meets the physical needs of God’s woman: food, 


clothing, shelter, and the resources to buy the essentials. 


The husband bears the primary responsibility to put bread on the table. 
Again the word primary is important. Both husbands and wives always work. But 
their normal spheres of work are man: breadwinner; wife: domestic manager, designer, 
nurturer. And that never has meant that there are no seasons in life when a wife can- 
not work outside the home or that the husband cannot share the domestic burdens...”
